It -must 
not be a peace which is a prelude to 
a new and more devastating war Ag 
you may imagine, I ,have been scan- 
ning the horizon anxiously. 1 can- 
‘not see any terms in sight which 
would’ lead to an enduring peace. - I 
feel that the only. terms which would 
’ be possible now would: be tetms 
which would end.in an armed truce— 
I will say an arming truce ending in 
even more frightful strugelcs. 

“That is why we are putting all 
our strength into-getting the right 
issue. into this conflict now (Cheers). 
Kut I may be asked the qtestjon, Is 
such a settlement. within immediaté 
reach? I have already -'d you that 
in my judement fri itis not.

*ssmake peace now © on terms: which 


force must be dethroned forever. 

To realize what the advent of 
America meant, the premier went: on, 
it was necessary only to look back 
on the rapid growth of the ‘little 
British army. ‘ America was now 
Starting, and its resources in man 
Power were twice those of Britain.

“A dispensary and shower bath on 
motor car chassis started’ through 
the ruined region around Nesle_ in 
charge of Dr. John C. Baldwin of 
Johns Hopkins at Baltimore and a 
nurse. They carried medical aid and 
soap to twelve hundred ”’ undernour- 
ished, unsmiling little French child- 
ren who swarm over a group of sev- 
en villages clustered about Nesle. 


“On one side of the car is a seat 
for the nurse and one child. On the 
floor is the shower bath of shiny 
nickel to catch the child’s eye. Warin 
water is poured into a wooden tub 
and the child goes in, too. While 
the doctor pumps water through the 
shower the nurse scrubs. As_ the 
child whitens the water blackens. At 
the finish the rubber shower tube is 
suddenly shifted to cold water and 
the bath ends with an unexpected 
douse, accompanied by screams and 
squeals.” . 

The devastated and abandoned re- 
gions of France behind the lines 
which are pushing the Boches back, 
the ‘table said, is overrun with the 
neglected little beings, filthy and wild 
beyond description.

TExperience has made 
them ambitious. 

Spurred by this ambition they are 
learning trades during their conval- 
escence that will assure them good 
livings when {ghey have finished.

A recent English writer on the 
use of aircraft in war says: “The 
hoyal Flying corps went to war with 
about eighty-two machines in pass- 
ably good condition; they were de- 
pendent upon France for engines and 
upon Germany for magnetos. ‘The 
Belgiah army had about thirty ‘effi- 


cient aeroplanes, and the French be-. 


tween 500 and 600.. Germany took 
the field with more than 600 two- 
seated aeroplanes designed through- 
out for war setvice, besides hun- 
dreds of slower units for training and 
othcr purposes, She had strategi- 
cally placed on the frontiers twenty- 
ene flying grounds illuminated by 
powerful lighting systems—in one 
case a 27,000,000 candle power re- 
volving electric flash—for use. in 
night flying, while a year later Brit- 
ish pilots attacking Zeppelins bad to 
be content with petrol flares in, buck- 
ets for lighting the landing places, A 
month before the war German and 
Austrian officers visited the concen- 
tration camp at _Netheravon, and 
carefully noted the British strength 


‘in aircraft. From this picture the 
writer turns to the progress in 
British aeroplane contsfuction. dur- 


ing the war—we “built-hundreds in 
the first year of the war, thousands 
in the second, many thousands in, the 
third; and had in view plans for the 
production of tens of thousands in 
the fourth.”

A subaltern was act- 
ing captain in command of our com- 
pany, but owing to the difficulties 
of the ground and a mass of e y 
wire the deployment imaioeinicel had 
to be abandoned. This left the sub- 
altern with a sergeant and only five 
men. But this did not daunt him 
for he proceeded to carry out the at- 
tack with the (tiny force available. 
So successful was the attack that the 
trench. was captured and the enemy 
Garrison was disposed of, But no 
sooner was, their work completed 
than they were threatened with a 
strong counter-attack from the left 
front. -This attack was successfully 
repulsed and during the operations 
the company commander assisted 
only by his orderly attacked and cap- 
tured an enemy machine gun. and 
then turned it on his assailants, kill- 
ing many of them and driving many 
more into the hands of an adjoining

Owned by English Admiral—Lonely 
Spot in Gulf 


French is spoken in the Magdalen 
Islands, but English is also com- 
monly in use and Entity Island is an 
English-speaking colony.

Peculiarities of Arms of Civilized 
Peoples are Explained 


In the higher races of mankind the 
upper bone of the arm is twisted in a 


peculiar way, so as to make the 
hand a better tool by bringing the 
thumb into a more favorable  posi- 


This is one of the most curious 
of Nature’s anatomical adaptations. 
Furthermore, the. muscles of the 
thumb are $0 arranged as to give to 
that member more independent ac- 
tion than is enjoyed by any of the 
other fingers. ‘There is a flexor ana 
an extensor for cach joint, which. is 
not the case with the other fingers, 
and the thumb muscles are extraor- 
dinarily strong. bad i 

The real wrist, as one might say, 
is the elbow joint. It is all hand, 
practically speaking, from that point 
to the tips of the fingers. When you 
turn your wrist, it is the whole fore- 
arm that makes the twist; and every 
movement of the fingers is controlled 
Ly the muscles of the forearm. 

The power to turn the wrist to and 
fro at the elbow joint is possessed 
only by -human’ beings and monkeys, 
and even the higher apes are not able 
to do the trick nearly as well#es“ave 
can, In this movement the great bi- 
ceps muscle in the upper arm is im- 
portantly concerned, its powerful ac- 
tion in turning the forearm outward 
being accountablé for the fact that 
we are able to put so much more 
strength into a twist in that direc- 
tion than the opposite way. Many of 
our most familiar tools, indeed, such 
as the screw-driver, are made with 
reference to the anatomical pecultar- 
ity in question. It is for this. reason, 
and no other, that all, screws turn to 
the right.

Butter Production in West ~------- 


Western Canada’s Dairying Industry |, 


Steadily Growing 


According to a preliminary sum- 
tmuary recently issued by the census 
and. statistics office, the tétal produc- 
tion of creamery butter in’ Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba in 1916, 
was 19,324,963 pounds, as compared 
with 17,194,129 pounds in 1915 rep- 
resenting a total value of $5,995,537, 
as against $5,769,951. : 

Alberta was the leading producer, 
with 8,521,784 pounds, compared with 
7,544,148"pouhds the previous year. 
Manitoba came next with a produc- 
tion of 6,574,510 pounds, which was 
an increase of 334,843 pounds over 
the output of 1915, Saskatchewan 
produced 4,310,669 pounds of cream- 
ery butter in 1916, as against 3,811,- 
014 pounds in 1915. 

A. good beginning has been made 
in the production of cheese in West- 
ern Canada, 880,728 pounds having 
been produced by Manitoba factories 
last year, an increase of | 154,003 
pounds over 1915. Alberta is rapidly 
coming to the front as a®*cheese pro- 
ducer, its creamerics and cheese 
factories having increased their out- 
put of this product from 381,632 
pounds in 1915 to 745,122 pounds in 
1916, an increase of almost one hun- 
dred per cent. in one year. 

The total value of the dairy pro- 
ducts of the three prairie provinces 
in 1916 amounted to 6,308,921, as 
compared with $4,947,500 in 1915, the 
relative value of the output of but- 
ter and cheese of the three provinces 
being as follows: Alberta, butter $2,- 
619,248; cheese $154,453; Manitoba, 
butter $2,038,109; cheese $158,931; 
Saskatchewan, butter $1,338,180. 

The dairying industy in Western 
Canada is still in its mfancy and as 
the country affords great opportuni- 
ties for its development, considerable 
expansion in the output and value of 
butter and cheese may be looked for- 
ward to.

Soldiers in training for active ser- 
vice, or fully trained and held fn re- 
serve, are most carefully inspected as 
to their physical’ condition. Only 
men'in the category technically 
known as “A-1” may be withdrawn 
from the reserves to serve in the 
trenches in France, however press- 
ing may be the call from the front 
for reinforcements. 

Canadian troops in England are 
divided into fourteen categories, or 
stages of physical condition, as fol 
lows: A, five categories; B, three 
categories; C, three categories; D, 
“to categorics, and E, one category. 
Thus, when the call comes for rein- 
forcements at any time the (nen. in 
thirteen of the’ categories. are not 
available. However pressing the call 
may be, all the men to go forward 
must be drawn from category “A-1.”

Wealth of the Nation Produced by 
the Farmer : 


Recently thirty-five thousand wage 
workers petitioned congress for con- 
trol of food prices. Yet this city, with 
many others, is being thrown from 
her commercial channels by labor 
strikes. We farmers loath most ex- 
ceedingly the conditions that allow 
food sharks to manipulate our mar- 
kets, and we will heartly support any 
just measures congress may make to 
completely and forever end = such 
work. But to fix a price on food- 
stuff and not fix a price on its chief 
ingredient, labor, would only hamp- 
er the farmer and his family the 

re, and compel them to sell their 
“amie -at prices controlled »by the 
prices of farm products. 

It seems strange to me that men of 
ability canot see that such a move 
would not only restrict production, 
but would, of all laws. be most un- 
just. The Civil war is said to have 
been to free the slaves, and Ameri- 
ca’s object in this war is to restore 
and preserve democratic _liberties. 
Would the fixing of prices, without 
the fixing of wages be democratic 
One may sell his time in the form of 
corn, while’ another sells his by the 
hour. The farmer takes aH the 
chances and uncertainties in crop 
production, while the latter is not af- 
fected and is carefree. 


But, you say, farmers are getting 
tich and riding around in automo- 
biles. My dear city dweller, allow 
me to say if the farmer idled away 
his time as many of you do and had 
no more use for an auto-than most 
of you have, he would not have one, 
He produced the money that bought 
not only your.auto but that modern 
home of ‘yours, and he pays for your 
good clothes and all your outings. 
No wonder as he goes down the 
street you step aside to allow’ the 
rustic to pass. Now don’t say this 
is a kick at the laboring man. It is 
not! Excepting the garden truck 
that grows in the back yards, no city 
ever originated a dollar’s worth ot 
wealth. This applies to the hanker 
and the. baker as well as the ppeach- 
er and the piano player. . 

There jis nothing mysterious|about 
the present food _ shortage. | The 
United States has been fast drifting 
to this climax for years, and the 
Europcan war has but hastened its 
coming. In entering the war with 
foreign nations we should feel that 
we are being guided by a kind Prov- 
idence. We belong to a united na- 
tion, but there is one’ thin sure, 
when the war ends agriculffre will 
be restored to her former prestige.—
